Edward L. Wellhausen, 18, 
Penalized $300 for Use of 
Firearm Within City Limits. 


Edward L. Wellhausen Jr., 18 
years old, was fined $300 in Police 
Court today for @ischarging a fire- 
arm within the city limits. He was 
one of two high school boys ho 
were shooting at a telephone pole 
with a rifle last Nov. 1 when Helen 
Meier, 16, was killed by one ot the 
bullets. 

Wellhausen did not testify. Po- 
lice witnesses told Provisional 
Judge Polak he and William Pas- 
coe, 16, had admitted they were 
shooting their rifles in the back 
vard of the Wellhausen home, at 
3405 Oak Hill avenue, at a pole 
about 75 yards away in the direc- 
tion in which the Meier girl was 
walking when shot. 

No evidence was offered in Well- 
| hausen’s defense, but his attorney 
| asked for his discharge on the 
eres no case had been made 
against him. When this was denied 
he announced he would appeal. 

A Coroner’s jury ordered Wiell- 
hausen held for homicide after 
hearing testimony from the Police 
Department’; ballistic expert that 
the bullet which killed the girl was 
fired from his rifle and not from 
Pascee’s. The grand jury, however, 
returned a no-true bill, barring the 
homicide prosecution. 

The Meier girl, a Roosevelt High 
School student, was the daughter 
of Patrolman Herman Meier.

PERSHING GRAND MARSHAL 
FOR INAUGURATION PARADE 


General Named by Admiral Gray- 
son; Other Appointments for 
March 4 Ceremony.

John J. Pershing today was appoint- 
ed grand marshal of the inaugural 
parade of Franklin D. Roosevelt on 
March 4. 

Pershing led the parade of the 
First Division when it returned 
from France and headed the pro- 
cession that escorted the Unknown 
Soldier to his burial place at Ar- 
lington. 

The appointment was made by 
Rear Admiral Cary T. Grayson, 
head of the Inaugural Committee. 
He selected Gen. Douglas 8 
thyr, chief of staff of the army, 
alternate grand marshal, and Briga- 
dier-General Perry L. Miles, com- 
mander of the Sixteenth Infantry 
Brigade, as chief of staff under the 
grand marshal.

His Wife Supports His Alibi

The case of Marion M. Stephens, 


first degree murder in the bus top

In his final appeal to the jurors 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Hen- 
nings told them that juries, “by 
assessing the supreme penalty 
when police officers are killed,” 
could demonstrate their determina- 
tion “to protect those who are try- 
ing to protect you.” 

Three forms of verdicts were 
give nto the jury. One was for 
acquittal, the others providing life 
imprisonment or death. 

Stephens, 30 years old and the 
father of four children, the oldest 
of whom is 10, repudiated a con-

fession given to police after his ar- 


rest, and testified that on the night 
of the murder, Sept. 28, 1931, he 
spent the entire evening with his 
family in their home at 1220 Rus- 
sell boulevard. His wife supported 
his alibi. 

His written confession, read to 
the jury, related that he assisted 
in ng the holdup which led 
to the murder and was in an auto- 
mobile parked near the scene of 
the holdup, to aid in the escape of 
Hubert Harvey, the actual killer. 
Harvey has been sentenced to life 
imprisonment and two others ac- 
cused of helping him plan the rob- 
bery, Thomas Colby and William H. 
Davis, are awaiting trial. The po- 
liceman was killed when he grap- 
pled with Harvey as the bus con- 
ductor was being held up. 


Woman Quotes Bus Conductor. 


A witness for Stephens was Miss 
Hazel Watts, 20 years old, who lives 
at 7079 Oleatha avenue, near the 
Lindenwood garage out of which 
he worked when he was employed 
by the Peoples“ Motorbus Co. Miss 
Watts related she had a speaking 
acquaintance with many of the 
company’s drivers and conductors, 
and spent some time riding around 
in busses, “just for the ride.” 

On one such occasion, she said, 
about a month after the murder 
of Patrolman Kreidler, she boarded 
a Grand boulevard bus in charge 
of Austin J. Shelton, the conductor 
to whose assistance Kreidler had 
gone, She struck up a conversa- 
tion with Shelton, Miss Watts said, 
and he told her there had been no 
attempt to hold him up. 


The story, as she related it, was 
that a drunk had got on the bus 
and tried to leave without paying 
his fare. The policeman was killed 
when he interfered with the quar- 
rel. It is at variance with Shelton's 
own testimony in the trial of Ste- 
phens and in the earlier trial at 
which Harvey was convicted. It is 
in accord with the theory advanced 
by Stephens’ counsel, I. Joel Wil- 
son, in his opening address’ to the 
jury. 

Says He Tried to Protect Wite. 


Stephens, a round-faced, heavily 
built man, testified he made’ his 
statement to police only to protect 
his family after he ahd been threat- 
ened and warned that not to do so 
might result in charges being 
brought against his wife as an ac- 
cessory. His wife and children 
were taken to Police Headquarters 
after his arrest, he said, and he 
feared for their safety. 

Prosecutor Hennings brought out 
that within a few days after ,his 
arrest Stephens made three. state- 
ments to police, the last and most 
detailed of which was the. one read 
to the jury.. When it was made, 
Stephens conceded, his family had 
been returned home, but “the mem- 
ory of the threats was still in my 
mind.”

Pet of Employers Would

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The 


“sweating” and grinding of labor 
in the textile industry is largely 


due to pressure exerted by bankers, 


the Senate Judiciary Committee 
was told today by Thomas Me- 
Mahon, president of the Interna- 
tional Textile Workers’ Union. The 
committee is conducting hearings 
on the Black bill, which would 
prohibit the interstate shipment of 
any commodity produced by per- 
sons working more than five days 
a week or more than six hours a 
day, the purpose being to establish 
the 30-hour week. 


“I feel free to say,” the veteran 
McMahon testified, that 75 per 
cent of the employers in the textile 
industry want to do the decent 
thing by their employes, but the 
banks have got such a grip on 
them that they cannot call their 
souls their own. Several employers 
have told me that the banks would 
only furnish money to meet the 
payrolis on condition that wages 
were reduced. I would like to give 
their names, but it would certainly 
mean their ruin if I did.“ 

A 3200 Pct. Stock Dividend. 

McMahon declared that the 5-to- 
4 decision by which the United 
States Supreme Court held that 
stock dividends were not taxable, 
was partly responsible for deplor- 
able conditions in the textile in- 
dustry. He told how a. woolen 
concern in Uxbridge, Mass., after 
that decision, declared a stock divi- 
dend of 3200 per cent, and eight 
months later reduced wages be- 
cause it was otherwise unable to 
pay dividends on the increased cap- 
italization. He mentioned a Rhode 
Island mill which increased its 
capitalization from $19,000,000 to 
$39,000,000 without installing one 
new spindle.” 

In the Carolinas, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee and Kentucky, 
McMahon said, “there is practical- 
ly no restriction on night work, and 
practically no enforcement of such 
statutory regulations as exist.“ 
Members of the committee smiled 
when the witness added that many 
of the criticisms which he had 
made “apply with full force to the 
Providence mill owned by our 
Senator.” He was alluding to Sen- 
ator Metcalf of Rhode Island. 


Increase of Machinery. 

Illustrating the terrific increase 
in unemployment due to techno- 
logical advances in the industry, 
McMahon said that in 1900 a wool 
en weaver working 60 hours a week 
produced 250 yards, whereas in 1932 
a woolen weaver working 54 hours 
a week produced 2400 yards. He 
told Senators that 1682 weavers 
now produce the same amount of 
yardage that 13,000 produced in 
1900, and that the payroll for a 
given amount of yardage in 1900 
was $7,000,000 a year, while for the 
same yardage in 1932 it was $2,500,- 
000 a year. 

“Under the 30-hour week as pro- 
posed in the Black bill,” he said, 
“the textile industry could produce 
the full amount required for do- 
mestic ‘consumption in normal 
times, and as large a surplus as 
we have ever exported) At the 
present time, the domestic demand 
is 50 per cent off, because of lower 
purchasing power.” 

“Yellow Dog” Suggestion. 

Philip. Murray, vice-president of 
the United Mine Workers, not only 
urged passage of the bill, but sug- 
gested that it be amended to ex- 
clude from interstate commerce any 
commodity produced by labor em- 
ployed under

HOUSE KILLS PRESIDENT’S 
FEDERAL REGROUPING PLAN 


Democrats Propose to Give Roose- 
velt Sweeping Authority to 
Reorganize. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Voting 
on strictly party lines, the House 
today swept aside President Hoo- 
ver’s proposal to realign 58 govern- 
“mental agencies. 

It approved, 203 to 176, the Coch- 
ran resolution to void all the re- 
grouping orders issued by the Pres- 
ident under authority granted to 
him last session. 

The proposed regrouping now is 
definitely killed until next session, 
when the Democrats plan to give 
President Roosevelt sweeping au- 
thority to reorganize. 

The Cochran resolution was 
adopted despite organized Repub- 
lican_ opposition. The Democratic 
majority was bound by caucus to 
vpte against the regrouping. 

Supporting his resolution, Coch- 
ran (Dem.), St. Louis, told the 
House: : 

“T have confidence in. the incom- | 
ing President to effect economies 
through reorganization. I am will- 
ing to vote him the power to do 
it if that is necessary.

Leaders of Group "OF 150 De- 
manding Cash of Provi- 
dent Association. 


Four Communists, three of them 
Negroes, were fined in Police Court 
today for creating a disturbance 
yesterday at the Provident Associa- 
tion, 2221 Locust street, where they 
led a group of about 150 demanding 
cash relief. 

Those fined said they were

Willie Hoper, 413 South Montrose 
avenue; Herman Pearson, 2941 At- 
lantic street, and James Jackson, 
who said he lived in the 2100 block 
of Eugenia street. Warner, the only 
white man, was fined $500, Pearson 
$50 and the other two $25 each. 

Police and Provident Association 
employes testified th Judge Blaine’s 
court that the demonstrators 
crowded into the building and 
roamed’ through the second floor 
offices while their leaders urged 
them on with cries of “Make your 
demands now” and “We've got to 
get the cash.“ 

Peter Kasius, general manager of 
the Provident, Association, said he 
had refused to deal with a com- 
mittee Warner wanted to send to 
him, but had promised to consider 
each case individually. Warner, 
Pearson and Jackson, according to 
the testimony, were already on the 
association’s relief rolls. 

Each of those fined said he be- 

longed to the Unemployed Council, 
a Communist organization. All 
gave notice of appeal. 
Fourteen were arrested at the 
scene of the disturbance by police, 
but charges against the others were 
dropped.

Immediately afterward, however, 


the Senate, by unanimous consent, 
entered into an agreement to limit 


speeches on the bill to one hour for 
each Senator, with an additional 30 
minutes on amendments. The im- 
position of cloture would have lim- 
ited each speech to one hour. What 
the Senate did, in effect, therefore, 
was to reject enforced limitation 
and then accept voluntary limita- 
tion. It was a characteristically | 
senatorial action. Both Missouri 
Senators, Hawes, Democrat, and 
Patterson, Republican, voted for 
cloture. 

Exchange of Personalities. 
Adoption of the voluntary agree- 
ment to limit debate on the bill 
which virtually marked the end of 
the filibuster led by Long, which 
has been raging or a week—was 
not accomplished without a bitter 
exchange of personalities. Party, 
lines vanished, as Democrats taunt~- 
ed each other and by turns praised 
and denounced the Republicans. 
before 1 p. m., the hour 
fixed for the vote on cloture, the 
galleries were crammed to the last 
inch of si.ting and standing room, 
and long queues of would-be spec-

WHITE HOUSE CALL 
TO BE TOMORROW 


Foreign Problems and Party 
Plans for Present Session 
and New Congress Topics 
for Visit in Capital.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Presi- 


dent-elect Roosevelt arrived in 
Washington today from New York. 

During an overnight stay Roose- 
velt will hold a round of confer- 


ences, including a meeting with 
President Hoover at the White 
House at 11 a. m. tomorrow. 

Democratic leaders in Congress 
will call at his hotel suite to out- 
line the legislative situation and 
lay plans for an extra session, 
which probably will be called in 
April. 

Mr. Roosevelt went into confer- 
ence with Secretary Stimson late 
this afternoon, after a 20-minute 
talk with Senator Johnson, Inde- 
pendent California Republican. 
Just what phase of international 
affairs was up for discussion in 
the Stimson-Roosevelt talk was not 
disclosed. 

Senator Johnson described his 
visit as “purely social.” Secretary 
Stimson and Senator Johnson rep- 
resent clashing views on almost 
every phase of international af- 
fairs. 

Secretary Stimson had luncheon 
with President Hoover, the two din- 
ing alone and engaging in a long 
discussion prior to the Secretary’s 
meeting with the President-elect. 

On Roosevelt’s Calling List. 

On the President-elect’s calling 
Ust for the afternoon besides Stim- 
son were Senators Carter Glass of 
Virginia, Long of Louisiana, Cutting 
of New Mexico and Lafollette of 
Wisconsin. Others on the calendar 
for tonight included Senators Hull 
of Tennessee, King of Utah, Ken- 
drick of Wyoming, and Wheeler of 
Montana, the Ohio congressional 
deelgation and Representative 
Morehead of Nebraska.

The muddled congressional situa- 
tion will be explained to Mr. Roose- 
velt by his party chieftains. 

Democratic leaders now plan to 
Salvage whatever they can from 
their original program for the short 
session and shape a new program 
for the extra session. 

Mr. Roosevelt's closest advisors 
on Capitol Hill said today he had 
tentatively decided upon April 20 
as the date for an extra session of 
Congress, 

Mr. Hoover and the President- 

elect are known to be agreed on 
the American policy in the Far 
East—the policy of defending the 
treaties which guarantee China’s 
integrity. War debts and the pro- 
posed world economic conference 
also are expected to be touched 
upon, probably in the hope of find- 
ing some means of keeping an éx- 
change of views on these subjects 
active until Mr. Roosevelt takes of- 
fice. 
There was a conviction in Wash- 
ington that Mr. Hoover and Mr. 
Roosevelt were seeking to assure 
eontinuity in foreign policy and 
that the President-elect was after 
a maximum familiarity with new 
developments, but that some immi- 
netn action on foreign problems was 
in prospect. 

Regarding the economic confer- 
ence and disarmament questions, 
Mr. Roosevelt has expressed agree- 
ment with the Hoover policy in the 
main. But foreign Powers have 
linked debts discussions so definite- 
ly with plans for the economic par- 
ley that the experts who are try- 
ing now at Geneva to work out a

“The time has come when the 
Senate of the United States should 
demonstrate its ability to do busi- 
ness, or accept the censure which 
is heaped upon it from every part 
of the country. The leaders on that

from doing business, and by making 
it ridiculous, must accept their re- 
sponsibility.” 

Borah Restores Peace. 

As Long started to address the 
chair, Borah arose and offered the 
unanimous consent agreement, lim- 
iting debate on the bill to one hour, 
and on amendments to 30 minutes, 
for each Senator.

The only offense 
Herndon committed was that he 
asked for bread for children—his 
only crime is his color. 

“Some of the books are consid- 
ered classics,” he told the jury. 
“You can’t kill a man because of 
the books he reads.“ 

The statute that was invoked wag 
passed more than 60 years ago. 
Authorities said the original pur- 
pose of the law was to prevent 
whites from conspiring to over- 
throw the reconstruction govern- 
ments, dominated by “carpet-bag- 
gers” and Negroes.

Two Central Illinois banks, the 
Jersey State Bank at Jerseyville 
and the Farmers’ National Bank at 


Taylorville, failed to open today. 
The former ‘bank was placed in the 
hands of Deputy State Auditors, and 
the latter was taken over by na- 
tional bank examiners. . 

Directors of the Jersey State 
Bank said its closing was decided 
on to protect depositors, and, as 
a result of depleted cash reserves, 
They said its reopening would be 
subject to orders of the State Au- 
ditor. Its closing leaves only one 
bank, the State Bank of Jersey- 
ville, running in that county seat 
town, which is 19 miles northwest 
of Alton. 

The bank had deposits totaling 
$682,524, according to its last state- 
ment of Dec. 31. The statement 
placed total resources at $775,605 
and the capital at $50,000. Of the 
deposits, $410,709 was in time de- 
posits and $271,815 was in demand 
deposits. Loans totaled $573,030. 

T. S. Chapman of Chicago, mem-

A 20-day reprieve has been grant- 
ed by Gov. Park to David A. Mil- 


tomorrow at St. Charles for the 
murder of Miss Pauline Duebbert 
on her farm, near St. Charles, in 
an attempted robbery. 

Preparations continued today for 
the hanging at Clayton at 6 a. m. 
tomorrow of James W. Kellar, who 
confessed killing the wife of his 
employer, Mrs. Etta Sauer, in her 
Map'ewoud home, Jan. 4, 1932, when 
she refused his demand for money. 

Informed that the Governor had 
deferred execution of his sentence 
until Feb. 10, Miller shook hands 
with Sheriff Phelps of St. Charles 
County and requested that no vis- 
itors be admitted to see him today, 
with the exception of his lawyer, 
Osmund Haenssler, who conferred 
with the Governor at Jefferson City 
yesterday. 

The attorney, in seeking clem- 
ency, presented a petition signed 
by 779 residents of St. Charles 
County. Most of them, he told the 
Governor, felt Miller's sentence 
should be commuted to life impris- 
onment, the penalty given Norman 
Tanner, 21, who accompanied Mil- 
ler when the spinster was mur- 
dered and her cousin, August Mey- 
er, wounded in August, 1929. 

In his cell at St. Charles jail yes- 
terday, 
the reprieve, Miller remarked to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter; 

“Well, if I get out of here, I'm 
going to live every day as though 
I were going to die next week.” 

Reviewing his life, Miller, a 48- 
year-old itinerant woodcutter, who 
two years ago began painting wa- 
ter colors in his cell, said if he had 
his life to live over again he would 
have adopted Christianity sooner. 
Two years ago he became convert- 
ed to the Catholic faith and a fre- 
quent visitor is the Rev. Charles 
Weinig, assistant pastor of St. Pe- 
ter’s Catholic Church at St. Charles. 
A Small crucifix hangs above his 
double bunk. On the -unoccupied 
top of the bunk is a Bible, prayer 
book, several magazines and a store 
of red apples, which the condemned 
man munches constantly.. 

Angrily denying he confessed the 
murder, Miller said he wasn't 
“making any now” and then glanced 
at several of his water colors, re- 
marking: 

“But do you think a man who 
‘did murder;could draw these pic- 
tures? Of course, he couldn't. His 
conscience wouldnit let him. Why, 
he couldn’t draw a straight line.

In the same court, John C. Peer, 
another Communist, lost by default 
today an appeal from a Police 
Court fine of $250 for riotous as- 


sembly, at a vacant lot in the 2300 
block of Market stréet, on Oct. 22, 
last. Peer's bond of $500, signed 
by Phil Rau, was deciared forfeited. 

Smith, who frequently speaks at 
Communist meetings, denied police 

mony that he incited the crowd 
to violence, but admitted speakinz 
through a megaphone shortly be- 
fore the rioting, when police used 
tear gas bombs to disperse the dis- 
turbers. 

Police who were guarding the 
City Hall doors testified Smith 
asked his followers if they were 
“going to let a lot of grafting poli- 
ticians and pot-bellied police keep 
you out?” 

As soon as the verdict was re- 
turned, Smith’s attorney filed a mo- 
tion for,a new trial which Judge 
Dick n overruled.

Convicted the second time as a

Senator Wisdom's Plan in 
Effect Puts Kansas City 
Fee at $300 a Day, St. 
Louis at $600. ‘

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 19.—A 
ace betting bill—“purely an agri- 
cultural measure, and not in any 
way intended to aid or concern any 
city’ —was introduced in the State 
genate here this morning by Car- 

roll Wisdom, Senator from Bowling 
Green and long-time advocate of 
racing. It would permit pari- 
mutuel or certificate betting. 

The proposed law provides that 
racing associations must pay a tax 
1 4300 a day if within or adjacent 

o cities of less than 500,000 popu- 
ag Within or adjacent to larg- 
er cities, they must pay $600 a day. 
In addition, the Missouri Racing 
Commission, which the bill creates, 
may charge an admission tax of 
J cents a person. In Illinois tracks 
pay 82500 a day license. 

Under this provision a race track 
near Kansas City operated by ad- 
herents of the Pendergast organ- 
ation would pay $300 a day to 
race, while tracks near St. Louis 
would pay twice as much. 

All through the bill, reference is 
made to persons, associations or 
corporations “conducting racing.” 
Thus, there is nothing limiting the 
measures to horse racing. Associa- 
tions may race greyhounds, turtles, 
horned toads, or even caterpillars 
and may conduct pari-mutuel bet- 
ting on the outcome, if the mea- 
sure is passed. 

Dog Interests Concerned. 

Dog track interests in St. Louis 
sre particularly concerned with the 
welfare of the bill, although so far, 
they have made no open advocacy 
of it. However, they have at- 
tempted to persuade newspaper re- 
porters here to write stories favor- 
able to the measure and Dan 
ONeill, prominent in the ownership 
of tracks around St. Louis, con- 
ferred with Senator Wisdom about 
the measure night before last. 

Obviously the main strength of 
opposition to amy measure comes 
from rural members of the Legisla- 
ture and from lobbying ministers 
from rural sections. This bill, how- 
ever, “purely an agricultural mea- 
sure,” is designed to remove, as far 
as possible, this country antago- 
nism, 

The measure provides that all H- 
cense and admission tax fees taken 
in by the Missouri Racing Commis- 
sion would become a special fund, 
to be paid into the State treasury 
at the end of each year and to be 

known as the animal husbandry 
fund. Half would go to provide 
“premiums to citizens for livestock 
exhibitions at regularly organized

The Chinese were hard-pressed 
by Japanese troops and made a 
final stand on the mountain, re- 
pulsing several attacks, the report 
said. When cold weather set in a 
few weeks ago, there was a lull in 
the fighting. The Japanese ceased 
their attacks and waited. In the 
freezing temperatures at the top of 
the mountain, the Chinese perished. 
The report said the soldiers were 
clad in lightweight summer uni- 
forms. 

These Chinese were said to be 
remnants of the army of Gen. Tang

NEW YORK, Jan, 19 one 
source of financial support for the 
research work known as technocra- 
cy developed today to be the emer- 
gency unemployment relief com- 
mittee. 

Officers of the ‘committee said 
they were paying the salaries, 
which amount to about $5400 a 
month, of the 106 architects, en- 
gineers and statisticians ‘working 
under the direction of Howard 
Scott, exponent of technocracy. 

The committee said, that the men 
were put to work under Scott’s di- 


rection as qualified applicants for 


unemployment relief and that the 
payment of their salaries did not 
imply indorsement of technocracy 
by the committee. 

It was pointed out also that hun- 
dreds of unemployed research ex- 
perts have been put to work on oth- 
er projects in the colleges and uni- 
versities of the city. 

The men under Scott’s 3 
work alternate weeks on a five- 
day basis and receive $54 a month 
each, the committee said. 

They were sent to Scott's labora- 
tories at Columbia University, the 
committee said, at the request of 
a Columbia faculty committee 
which was represented as having 
satisfied itself the project under - 
taken by Scott was worthwhile. 

This development followed a dis- 
avowal by Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler, president of Columbia, of 
any academic connection between 
Scott’s work and the university. 
Butler said the university merely 
had extended working quarters to 
the group “as part of unemploy- 
ment relief.” 

The Unemployment Relief Com- 
mittee said it was publicly an- 
nounced last November that quali- 
fied applicants for relief would 
be assigned to the energy survey 
known as technocracy. 

View of Columbia Dean. 

A hope that eventually “some of 
our leading industrialists, bankers 
and business men” will sit in on 
conferences at Columbia University 
to discuss the findings of technoc- 
racy, is expressed by Joseph W. 
Barker, dean of the engineering 
faculty at Columbia, in a copy- 
righted article appearing in the 
February issue of the American 
Bankers’ Association Journal. 

In the article, the writer says: 

“There has been much discussion 
recently concerning technological 
improvements, their effects on eco- 
nomics and the control of machine 
production. It has not been definite- 
ly understood that there are two 
clearly marked divisions in this 
discussion as far as Columbia Uni- 
versity is concerned—first, the fac- 
tual survey of energy production 
rates of this continent, and, second, 
the personal opinions and conclu- 
sions of the individual members of 
‘technocracy.’ 

“Most of the published material 
in the popular press has been pre- 
dicated on the second of these di- 
visions and even the data quoted 
thus far has not come from that 
part of the survey being carried on 
in the Department of Industrial 
Engineering at Columbia Univer- 
sity. ... We are intensely interest- 
ed in the factual study, but with 
the second part—personal opinions 
and conclusions—the university has 
assumed no responsibility.

Recommends That Taxes Be 
Levied Now Only to Meet 
Current Expenses.

CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—Eleven Uni- 
versity of Chicago economists and 

political scientists recommend that 

the Federal budget be balanced in 

a long operation with most of the 

“debt slack” taken up in years of 

prosperity. 

The recommendations, 
yesterday to President Hoover, 


President-elect Roosevelt, all Con- 


gressmen and the Governors of the 
48 states, suggested that it was eco- 
nomically wise to incur deficits and 
increase debts during years of ad- 
versity with rapid retirement of the 
public debt in the prosperous pe- 
riods. A general sales tax was con- 
demned. 

The professors advised the Gov- 
ernment to obtain at present only 
enough revenue by taxation to pay 
normal operating expenses and rec- 
ommended that borrowing be used 
for unemployment relief, loans, in- 
vestments, public works and debt 
retirement. A warning was issued 
against extending the borrowing 
to the point where Government 
credit would be impaired. 

Views Given in Booklet. 

The views of the professors are 
included in a booklet edited by Har- 
ry D. Gideonse, which is the first 
of a series to be issued at two-week 
intervals. Others will deal with 
“The Economics of Technocracy,” 
“Unemployment Insurance,” “De- 
flation and Capital Levy” and “War 
Debts.” 

“Balancing the budget on an an- 
nual basis,” the report said, “is or- 
dinarily not impossible. But if 
practiced during a severe depres- 
sion, such a procedure, requiring as 
it does a heavy load of taxation at 
a particularly inappropriate period, 
will tend to prolong the depres- 
sion.” 

The general sales tax idea was 
‘opposed on the d that it“ 
would be particularly objectionable 
in depression.“ It would fall, the 
professors said, with greater se- 
verity upon the poor, increasing its 
burden with necessity for expendi- 
ture rather than with ability to

The bocklet also says: 


“A — reduction in American 
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tariffs probably would increase 
rather than decrease revenues 
from customs duties, and the re- 
vival of trade following a world- 
wide reduction of tariffs would pro- 
mote recovery. 

“Salaries should not be further 
cut unless steps are taken at the 
same time to accomplish all other 
possible economies in the public 
service. 

“Federal appropriations should 
be made at once for the direct re- 
lief of the unemployed. 

“We question whether the total 
of Federal expenditures should be 
reduced lest the demand for goods 
and services be curtailed as a re- 
sult of the restriction of Govern- 
ment purchases and wage pay- 
ments.

Government ownership of railroads is a common- 
place in the world. In Canada, in France, in Ger- 
many, in Russia, in Mexico, in Australia and in many 
other countries, all or most of the railroads are owned 
and operated by the Government. But there is no- 
where else such a vast railroad system as that in 
the United States, which has a total of 249,433 miles, 
as compared with 391,450 miles in the rest of the 
world. It is a much different thing to propose that 
all the railroads of the United States should be owned 
and operated by the Government, and it is at this 
time much too early seriously to consider such a 
project. Time alone can determine the American 
policy. 

Meanwhile, hope rises in Washington for a better 
railroad policy than we now have in the United 
States, one better suited to a changed condition, one 
doing greater justice to such a great public utility as 
the railroads are, one assuring to the people continu- 
ance of an indispensable service. The railroads are 
both sinning and sinned against. They have been 
ruthlessly exploited, and many of them are grossly 
over-capitalized. To reduce their capitalization, as 
the Interstate Commerce Commission has insisted 
in the case of the Frisco, is a necessity. Unfortu- 
nately, this will cost the holders of raflroad securi- 
ties money that should come out of the profiteers 
who sold these securities; but there is no other way 
out. The country will have more railroad receiver- 
ships. More and more water will run from the 
wringer. 

What it means to have the railroad industry in its 
present difficulty is illustrated by the situation in 
St. Louis. An industrial survey shows 41 manufac 
turing concerns idle chiefly because the railroads are 
not buying. These concerns formerly employed thou- 
sands of people. They were articulated with other and 
lesser concerns. So the sum total of paralysis inflicted 
upon St. Louis industry because the railroads are out 
of the market becomes a heavy contributing factor 
to a situation in which approximately 150,000 people 
in St. Louis must be carried through the winter. This 
is true throughout the country to a lesser or perhaps 
greater degree. The railroads are one of the largest 
employers of American labor, one of the greatest 
users of our own and foreign money. It is as im- 
possible for the United States to enjoy good times 
when the railroads are in trouble as it is for the 
country to enjoy prosperity when the farmer is broke. 

The country knows this, and in due time it will 
set its hand to an alleviation of the railroad depres- 
sion and its corollaries. The Baruch Committee, so- 
called, that is, the committee of which the late Mr. 
Coolidge was a member, will submit to the next Con- 
gress a plan for rationalizing the railroad industry. 
The time has passed when anybody can hope for re- 
turn to the old era. The heyday which the railroads 
for so long enjoyed has ended. The competitors 
which have come into the field are here to stay. The 
railroads can be preserved, but they cannot be pre- 
served upon the old basis of banker control and finan- 
cial legerdemain, over the heads of practical railroad 
men. The era of the Goulds, Fisks, Drews, Harri- 
mans, Mellens, Morgans and Speyers has closed. The 
era of honest and prudent investment, of economic 
management, of expert operation, of governmental co- 
operation, is dawning. 

The present difficulty in this pressing matter is 
to determine just what can be done. It is far easier 
to make railroad law than it is to apply it. The 
Transportation Act of 1920, hailed in its time as the 
governmental ideal in the matter of control over a 
great industry, has revealed glaring defects in ap- 
plication. According to a New York financial writer 
who enjoys the confidence of inner railroad circles, 
the incoming administration plans to bring all inter- 
state transportation under a single control, so put- 
ting the railroads upon a par with trucks, with pipe 
lines, with airplanes, with waterways. The apparent 
genuineness of this plan has strengthened the po 
sition of second-rate railroad bonds and railroad 
shares, whereas first-rank railroad bonds are back 
almost to the figures of last September. There can 
be no dispute that the Government has been negli- 
gent in its relations to the railroads. It long ago 
assumed jurisdiction over them, but it failed to adapt 
its restrictions upon the railroads to changing condi- 
tions. No railroad can meet a competitor's rate, as 
any competing business must sometimes do. No re- 
stricted business can exist against unrestricted and 
unregulated competition, as the railroads have been 
trying to do. 

The Government must reverse this policy. It can 
do so in entire justice to the railroads and the com- 
petitors of the railroads. Since it has established the 
policy of dealing out relief funds to the carriers, it 
can hope to recover those funds only by putting the 
railroads on their feet. No more serious necessity 
confronts the new Congress, as no disappointment 
could be greater than to have it fail to do so. 
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SORE TOES IN TEXAS.

important element in the total cost. Moreover, since 
many venereal patients cannot afford to carry treat- 
ment to a successful conclusion, the figure is far 
below what it would be otherwise. 

Sooner or later, we shall have to come to grips with 
the menace of social diseases, which cause so much 

and so many broken lives, instead of ignoring 
them as non-existent or regarding them as too shame- 
ful for open discussion. Preventive medicine, which 
has rid the world of so many plagues, long since has 
devised the means for combating venereal diseases. 
In fact, there is perhaps no field of medicine where 
preventive measures are more successful than they 
are here. 

It only remains to apply them. In the army during 
the war, when men were subject to discipline, medi- 
cine saw its great opportunity and grasped it. Where- 
as the history of warfare shows that more soldiers 
have fallen victim to venereal disease than to shot and 
shell, our army in the World War was protected both 
by prophylaxis and prompt treatment. Its campaign 
against venereal disease is one of the most brilliant 
feathers in the cap of the United States Army Med- 


ical Corps. 


The different cireumstances of civil life, of course, 


make impossible the application of army methods, 
but there is no reason why some approach cannot 
be made to them. This approach would involve edu- 
cation, the institution of prophylaxis stations and 
the extension of treatment at reasonable fees. The 
first two are more important, obviously, because they 
deal in prevention. As to the last, the Chicago Public 
Health Institute has illustrated that, if the fees are 
low enough, treatment is eagerly pursued until a cure 
is achieved. Why could not St. Louis, as a vital mat - 
ter of public health, set up such an institute?

Elsewhere on this page, we reprint an editorial 
from our esteemed contemporary, the Du Quoin (11) 
Evening Call, touching on and appertaining to the 
burning question of how the town should be designated 
in print.

We believe that any suppression of the news of bank 
closings, the only alternative to the policy the Post- 
Dispatch has followed, has infinite possibilities of 
mischief. Perhaps nothing travels faster by word of 
mouth than a bank closing. In a trice, it spreads 
over a neighborhood and, if bank closings occur else- 
where, over a whole community. If, upon picking up 
his newspaper, a citizen discovers no adequate ac- 
count of so vital a happening, he instantly atfributes 
the newspaper’s lack of candor to an effort to conceal 
@ situation worse than it actually is. 

Under the circumstances, newspapers have a deep 
responsibility to the public. They must tell the 
truth about public happenings. Even if the truth 
hurts, as it so often does, it is better to examine it in 
the open than to leave it in dark corners, subject to 


wild surmise and panicky speculation. We deplore | 


the closing of banks in St. Louis; we greatly sympa- 
thize with persons whose funds are tied up; but fail- 
ure to report the facts would not have kept open a 
single bank, or loosed a penny of the sequestered

WHEN HERMITS ORGANIZE.

On a Certain Irreconcilability in England 


O the suggestion made on this side of 

the Atlantic that a final settlement of 

the war debts ought logically and appro- 
priately to be accompanied by an under- 
standing as to what the British intend to do 
about the stabilization of sterling, there have 
been a number of semi-official replies from 
London. Their general tenor is that Great 
Britain will not do any such thing. 

Thus the London Times said Monday that 
“to regard the war debts as an asset as well 
as a nuisance and to think that in getting 
rid of them they (i. e., Americans) would 
be making a concession for which they 
would reasonably expect concessions in re- 
turn ... is a dangerous attitude, for any 
attempt to use the debts as a bargaining 
weapon could only complicate the situation 
and make for further delay where there has 
been too much delay already.” 

If these words truly reflect British opin- 
ion, they will be read with anxiety in the 
United States, especially by those who for: 
nearly 10 years have sought a reasonable so- 
lution of the debt question. For this state- 
ment in the London Times is hardly in- 
spired by a desire to find a common ground 
of understanding. The two nations will not . 
arrive at a solution if responsible persons 
begin “addressing each other in this tone of 
voice. 

The suggestiofr that a settlement of the 
debts should be accompanied by some under- 
standing about sterling is not, as the Lon- 
don Times assumes, a proposal to drive a 
bargain with Great Britain. It is not sug- 
gested that Great Britain purchase a re- 
vision of debts by agreeing to a currency 
policy which calls for the sacrifice of Brit- 
ish interests. The suggestion is based on the 
premise that in the long run it is to the 
interest of Britain, as a great trading and 
banking power, to stabilize sterling and end 
the disastrous uncertainty of fluctuating 
currencies, and the constant threat of a ruin- 
ous competition in depreciating money.

Gastric Ulcers 


ASTRIC ulcers represent a ma- 

jor medical and surgical prob- 

lem. Very substantial progress 
has been made in recent years in 
the treatment of this condition. 
Medicine, however, is not satisfied 
with treatment, but seeks preven- 
tion as its ultimate goal. 

Many hypotheses have been ad- 
vanced to explain the origin of the 
gastric ulcer. Much proof has been 
adduced in support of each. 

This proof has been forthcoming 
from clinical experience and ani- 
mal experimentation, and yet the 
critically minded are not satisfied 
that we have an adequate explana- 
tion of what causes gastric ulcers. 

There are so many problems as- 
sociated with this condition. There 
is, fur example, fairly reliable evi- 
dence that during the last quarter 
of a century there has been a dis- 
tinct rise in the incidence of duo- 
dénal ulcers. 


In the duodenum—that portion of 


immediately the stomach portion of 
the gastro-intestinal tract—chronic 
ulcers usually appear in the second 
or third decade of life, while ulcers 


likely to appear during the third or 
fourth docade. 

In America duodenal ulcers are 
10 times more common than stom- 
ach ulcers, In Germany, however, 
the ratio between the duodenal and 
gastric ulcers is lower. 

Duodenal ulcers are three to four 
times more common among men 
than among women. 

It is known that physical and 
nervous fatigue, anxiety and strong 
emotional states, seasonal varia- 
tions and gross indiscretions in eat- 
ing, smoking and drinking, con- 
tribute to the development of 
ulcers.
